According to the report the sum of |2,193.35 is still due the city, and 


a motion to enforce payment, or the i nstitution of legal proceedings with- 


in three days, was held up for one w eek after spirited arguments. 


The full board was present when 


the mayor rapped to order at S.22. In 
a few prefatory remarks the mayor 
recommended the later appointment 
of a committee to arrange for the 
dedication ot the Fatz John Porter 
statue on the anniversary of the bat- 
tle of Malvern Hill, July 3.

The Laskey Report 


The following report was then read 


by Councilman Boynton: 


Portsmouth, N. H., May 23, 1906. 


To the Honorable City Council:— 


Your Committee appointed to in- 


vestigate and report on the accounts 
of Ex-City Treasurer John J. Laskey 
beg leave to submit the following re- 
port. 


In January last, soon 
after 
the 


Committee was appointed they made 
a cai-eful examination of Mr. Las- 
key's accounts and 
vouchers, and 


found that there was still due the 
City from its former Treasurer the 
sum of $3,491.75. 


The discrepancies were largely in 


two accounts, one the discount and 
interest account and the other the 
coupon account. 
In. both of these 


amounts were charges for which Mr. 
Laskey could offer no satisfactory ex- 
planation, and he was also unable to 
produce any vouchers. 


(After considerable delay Mr. Las- 


key, in a letter dated January 25, 
1906, requested your Committee to 
obtain the services of some account- 
ant not interested, (Mr. Chester Marr 
of Gloucester, Mass., he stated would 
be acceptable), to whom the Commit- 
tee would refer the entire matter, 
and Mr. Laskey agreed to abide by 
Mr. Marr's report and make settle- 
ment, if any amount was due, with- 
in thirty adys after the report was 
rendered. He also agreed to pay ex- 
penses of the examination, in case 
any amount was due from him. 


Mr. Marr submitted 
his report, 


which is dated February 13, 1906, and 
is attached herewith. In his report 
Mr. Marr finds as follows:

for the year 1904 and my statements 
herewith numbered 1 and 2 show the 
difference between the items of re- 
ceipts and expenditures as shown by 
my report, and the report contained 
in the city book. 


The balance on hand January 
1, 


1904 was $68,985.31 as shown by my 
previous report, while the city book 
shows $89,79>1.18. 


This latter amount was 
evidently 


taken from Treasurer Prime's 
cash 


book which was entirely incorrect, as 
shown by my previous examination. 


The difference you will note is $20,- 


805.88.

The item of Eddy Bequest $14,703.-

In that part of the plant 
where the large steam hammers are 
to be put in more room will be need- 
ed, as large machines of this kind re- 
quire twenty-five feet 
or 
more of

A curious historical relic of London

. -.. i . arms uud the crest of the- rwlp!- 
nt. together with inscriptions in J.atin 
.tud 4-iixraviugs of scenes coniKt-ied 
.viiii the fire*, which are still in excel- 
lent pn-servatlou. The engraving of 
the jifsthouse nu-n carrying corpses to 
:he dismal plague pit and that of the 
i-roxvdt-d blocks of houses surmounted 
by names are very <;uaint aud curious. 
Sir Edmund, who was bora iu 1621 at 
Selling*. lit Kent, was a timber mer- 
chaut. possessing wharfs at Dowgate 
city i! nil at Charing Cross. He prosper- 
*>d. became justice oC the peace for 
Westminster and member of parlia- 
ment fur AVinchilsea. In history, as no 
reader of Macaulay and Green will 
nee.l to be told, his name 4s most fa- 
mous in connection with his mysterious 
murder, which was popularly attribut- 
ed to the zeal with which he hnd devot- 
ed himself to unraveling the alleged 
popish plot. His body was found in a 
uitch near Primrose hill, face down- 
ward aud penetrated by his ovra sword, 
under circumstances which precluded 
the idea of suicide or robbery. 


The exc-iteuieut caused by this still 


mysterious event is indicated by the 
fact that when the funeral procession 
left the city, with great pomp and 
pageant, for the burial ground of St. 
Martin's-in-the-Felds, it was preceded 
by 70 clergy and followed by upward 
ca 1,00(1 persons of distinction.

There are few instances of donb!» 


birth in which two individual* are in- 
separably jolited together, but amouj 
animals it U a common occurrence. A 
case lu iK»]i» hi the chameleon. lonf fa- 
tuous for its flower of changing color. 


The nervous centers in one lateral 


lialf of the chameleon go on independ- 
ently of those in the other. Notwith- 
standing the atrictly symmetrical con- 
struction of the animal as to its two 
halves, they move quite independently 
of one another and convey separate* 
impressions to their respective centers 
of perception. The consequence is that 
when the animal is agitated its move- 
ments resemble tliu.se of two animals, 
or, rather, perhaps, two halves of ani- 
mals glued together. Each half wishes 
to go its own way, and there is no con- 
cordance of action. The chameleon. 
therefore, is the only four legged ver- 
tebrate that is unable to swim. It be- 
comes so frightened when dropped into 
water thut all faculty of concentration 
is lost, and the creature tumbles about 
as if in a state of intoxication. 


The chameleon, moreover, may be 


fast asleep on one side and wide awake 
on the other. Cautiously approached at 
night with a caudle so as not to awak- 
en the whole animal at once, the eye 
turned toward the light will open and 
begin to move and the corresponding 
side to change color, whereas the other 
side will remain for a "longer or shorter 
time in a torpid, motionless and un- 
changed state with its eye fast shut- 
Exchange.

Some diet delusions are of most mod- 


ern date, while others are of most re- 
spectable antiquity. Among the latter 
Is that very ancient survival, the no 
tion that particular foods are ''good" 
for particular things or effects. 


This is an almost direct descendant 


of the notion, held with greater or less 
unanimity by nearly all savage and 
barbarous tribes, that the flesh or vis- 
cera of birds and animals possessing 
particular qualities will be likely to 
produce the same qualities in those 
who eat tbem. 


Thus Xero used to banquet oil night- 


ingales' tongues in the hope of improv- 
ing his voice, and the savage cut out 
and devoured the heart of the bear, 
the liver of the buffalo, etc., believing 
that the strength and courage of thes,e 
animals would thereby be transferred 
to himself. 


It is probable that the most grew- 


some of ancestral rites—cannibalism- 
was largely due to the same belief, al- 
though, of course, in Neanderthal days 
primitive man would have no more 
hesitancy about eating bis enemy after 
he had killed him than he -would in de- 
vouring a bear or a deer.

referred to their favorite di&h as "long 
pig." Every known race has at sonic

Both Venus aud Mars, however, are 
often farther away from us than UM 
sun, which remains always at Home- 
where- about the same distance, rough- 
ly at from UU.OOO.UUO to iJ3.(MXJUMJO ruiUss. 


This dividing space between sun and 


earth is of great importance in think- 
ing about the stars, and it should be 
clearly impressed upon the uuiud. 
N'exi to the sun in ]K>iiit: of nearness 
conic* the more distant planet s— Jupiter, 
which is about live times as far from 
the sun as our earth is; Saturn, nearly 
twice as far as Jupiter; Uranus, near- 
ly twice as far as Saturn, aud Xeptuue. 
nearly three times as far as Saturn. All 
these planets belong to our sun, all 
are members of his family, all are part 
of the solar system. The size of the 
solar system as a whole, consisting 
thus of the sun and his planets, includ- 
ing our earth, may be fairly well grasp- 
ed by any one taking the trouble to 
master two simple facts. 
They are 


these, that our earth is roughly about 
92,000,000 miles away from the sun 
and that Xeptuue, the outermost plan- 
et of the solar system, is nearly thirty 
times as far distant from the sun as 
our earth is.— Chamber:.' Journal. 


AN ODD BIRD. 


The Klvrl of Jfew Zealand U*« Some 


Rcmurkable ^Peculiarities. 


That queer bird, the kiwi, is a native 


of New Zealand. Its remarkable pe- 
culiarities are, first, the apparent ub- 
scnce of wings, us the plumage so 
covers the small, rudimentary, stick- 
like appendage of a wing that none 
whatever is apparent. The situation 
o£ the nostrils at the bill's extremity 
is a second peculiar feature. 
"While 


hunting for earthworms it probes tba 
soft grouud, making a continual snuff- 
ing sound. Thus the scent is evidently 
of great help in finding food aud the 
reason for the position of the nostrils 
quite apparent. 


A third peculiarity is the very dispro 


portionate sizo of the egg in compari- 
son -to the bird, it being a little less 
than one-fourth the bird's own weight. 
One kiwi's" egg found weighed four- 
tco'n and one-half ounces, while the 
bird weighed just under four pounds 
(sixty-four ounces) and was about the 
size of an ordinary hen. 


The plumage of the kiwi is a dull 


brown streaked with light gray, and 
the body resembles a miniature hay 
shock, rather badly hacked off at the 
rear part, sis nature has uot provided 
the kiwi with such decoration as a tail. 
The absence of wings is compensated 
for by its swiftness of foot, and the 
large, clumsy looking legs, which are 
sonietiiuos-usod-as woapons^-a-rc placed- 
far baci on the oddly shaped body.-

VIRGINS' GARLANDS. 


Memorials In nu Eii»-]Uh Church to 


GlrU True to Ffmt Love. 


There are seven ''virgins' garlands" 


Still in existence in Minslerley church, 
Salop, the lirst of them bearing the 
date 1534 and the last 1751. 


They consist of silk ribbons and 


paper, ball shaped, anil are covered 
with' rosettes, the inside center of the 
cane or wire frame supporting- a pair 
of paper gloves. They represent a ro- 
mantic custom of very ancient origin 
and are sacred to the memory of girls 
who while betrothed in' their youth 
lost their intended husbands by death, 
yet remained true to their lirst loves. 


Each maiden designed her own gar- 


land, and at her death tbis simple em- 
blem was borue before her by the vil- 
lage lasses, the white gloves being aft- 
erward added. After the obsequies 
these garlands were suspended in the 
village church on a rod bearing at its 
extremity a heart in the shape of an 
escutcheon, upon which the initials and 
date were inscribed. Those were origi- 
nally fixed above the maiden's pew. 


Some of the earliest and forgotten 


garlands were composed of real flow- 
ers, but later the covered hoops de- 
scribed were substituted. 


There is a passing allusion to this 


"simple memorial of the early dead" 
in "Ilanilet" "Yet here sbe is allowed 
her virgin crants," "craiits" signifying 
garlands.—London Graphic.

Every oyster has a mouth, a heart, a 


liver, a stomach aud other ueces&ary 
internal organs, including u set of cun- 
ningly d<'vi.«-d Intestines 
The mouth 


is at the HUiall end of the oyster's Ixxl.v. 
near the hinge of the shell. It is oval 
In sliajH', aud. though uot readily dis- 
covered by an uupractUt-d eye. it may 
be easily located by gently pushing a 
blunt bodkin or similar instrument 
along the folds of the surface of the 
body at the place mentioned. Connect- 
ed with the mouth is the canal which 
the oyster u:>es 1:1 conveying food to 
the stomach, from whence it pusses in- 
to the curious little set of netted and 
twisted intestines referred to iu tbe 
Opening. 


To discover the heart of an oyster 


the fold of flesh which oysternieu call 
the "mantle" must l>e removed. This 
is fatal to the oyster, of course, but iu- 
the interest of science and for the i>eu- 
etit of the "curious" it is occasionally 
done. When the mantle has been re- 
moved the heart, shaped like a crescent 
or horned moon, is laid to the view. 
The oyster's heart is made up of two 
parts, just like that of a human being'. 
one of which receives the blood from 
the gills aud the other drives it out 
through the arteries. 
The liver is 


found in the immediate vicinity of the 
heart aud stomach and is a queer 
shaped little organ, which is supposed* 
to perform all the functions of a blood 
filter.

The greatest natural wonder in Java, 


if not in the entire world, is the justly 
celebrated "Gheko Kauidka Gumko," 
or ''Home of the Hot Devils," known 
to the world as the Island of Fire. 
Tbis geological singularity is really n 
lake of boiling luucl situated at about 
the center of the plains of Grobogaua 
and is called an island because the 
great emerald sea of vegetation which 
surrounds it gives it that appearance. 
The "island" is about two miles in cir- 
cumference, and is situated at a dis- 
tance of almost exactly fifty miles 
from Solo. Near the center of tbis 
geological freak immense columns of 
soft, hot mud may be seen continually 
rising and falling like great timbers 
thrust through the boiling substratum 
by giant bauds and the again quickly 
withdrawn. 
Besides the phenomenon 


of the boiling mud columns there are 
scores of gigantic bubbles of hot slime 
that fill up like huge balloons and keep 
up a series of constant explosions, the 
intensity of the detonations varying 
with the size of the bubble. In time 
past, so the Javanese authorities say, 
there was a tall spirelike column of 
baked mud ou the west edge of the 
lake which constantly belched a pure 
stream of cold water, but this bo's long 
been obliterated, and everything is 
now a seething mass of bubbling mud 
and slime. 


EYEGLASSES. 


How to Put Them on und Talte Them 


Otf Properly. 


There is nothing which more com- 


pletely changes the effect of a pair of 
eyeglasses than the habit of crowding 
them on the nose with one band. The 
best efforts at fitting and adjustingrars~ 
all brought to naught by a person who 
bas acquired that Labit. 


The proper way to take off glasses 


is to take hold of the bridge and lift 
off gently without dragging or pulling 
out of shape. To take off spectacles 
take hold of the right teinple with the 
right hand and lift it off Ihe ear. Then 
turn the head to the right aud the left 
temple will fall off easily. 


The average wearer of glasses when 


he is cleaning them takes bold of the 
bridge. 
The consequence is that he 


gradually works the bridge out of 
shape, and every rub he gives the leus 
gives a twist to the bridge, and iu 
course of time the bridge or the lens 
breaks when he least expects it. There 
are probably more glasses broken in 
this way thuu any other. 


The correct way to clean them is to 


take hold of one of the eye pieces 
where the glass is screwed ou tlie outer 
edge and clean the lens, and thea re- 
verse the glasses, take it by the other 
end piece and repeat the process on 
that lens.

Dtmtiou for Maklag * V«w Oiu with 


levws and in the latest 


Approved Style. 


Procure 18 skeins of color. $ 


skeins 
cream-white 
Cerciantown 


zephyr, C pear! buttons, bone book. 


Begin the sweater on toe 
right 


front with color, chain GC. adding 2 
stitches at tbe neck every other row 
for 4 designs. The design is formed 
by 4 rows as follows: 


1st row—Single crochet 
in each 


chain, turn. 


2d row—Single crochet, picking up 


back loop of the row before. 


3d row—Single crochet, picking up 


both loops. 


4th row—Pick up both loops and 


make 3 single, now use white, (•) 
drop the color, purl the white and re- 
peat from (*). 


Repeat from first row. using white 


yarn In every fourth row for dot. be- 
ing careful to bring- the dot In the 
middle of the three stitches. 
(No 


further mention of design will 
made.) 


Work next row to neck; chain SO 


stitches to run over the shoulder and 
down the back: work back and forth 
for 
five 
designs, decreasing two 


stitches every other row at the bot- 
tom of tbe blouse to form 
pouch. 


Commencing at the waist line, work 
one design 9% inches long for un- 
derarm piece; decrease to 8% inches 
in the next design; work four more 
designs. 


For the middle of the back work 


three designs on CO stitches (the 
back should measure 14 inches). 


Now make the other half of the 


sweater to match. 
Join the back. 


Work 10 rows of single crochet good 
and firm, up the front and across the 
neck; this goes under the collar. 


Revers: Chain 13 stitches 
and 


make 15 designs; add 1 stitch at the 
outside of every other row for 5 de- 
signs; make 3 more designs without 
increasing. This is half of the col- 
lar; make the other side to match. 
Sew the revers to garment, and finish 
with buttons. 


For the belt use a finer hook, and 


work 10 to 12 rows of single. 
In 


the first row take in the extra full- 
ness at the front of the garment. 


Sleeve: Chain 55 stitches; increase 


1 stitch at both ends of the work in 
each row for 8 designs; make 1 de- 
sign without increasing; narrow 
1 


stitch in the next 8 designs. 
This 


finishes the sleeve. Sew up. 


For cuffs: 
Take up 36 stitches, and 


make 6 designs. Sew in 
sleeves, 


bringing fullness to shoulder.

series of addresses on practical sub- 
jects under the auspices of the War- 
wick Club -A as deliverc-d. The speak- 
er was Fiederick E. Kish. president 
of the American Bell Telephone Com- 
pany, who spoke interestingly on the 
various phases of the development of 
the telephone. 


Mr. Fish was introduced to a large 


and representative audience of pro- 
fessional and business men by Dr. F. 
S. Towle. 
* 


After expressing pleasure at being 


able to speak before such an audi- 
ence in Portsmouth, Mr. Fish said: 


"A man to tell the story of the teSe- 


phone must be a poet, one of great 
literary attainments. 
iX-o industrial 


enterprise has ever involved so many 
of the elements appealing directly to 
the imagination. The invention of 
the telephone gave us a new art. 


"It was only thirty years ago that 


it came into existence; one of 
the 


greatest imaginative feats in the an- 
nals of invention. It was first re- 
garded only as a wonderful scientific 
toy. Not until late in the autumn of 
1877 did anyone conceive the idea of 
making the 
telephone 
practical, 


adapting it to everyday commercial 
uses. One of the jokes of the early 
days was the statement that an in- 
vestment of $3500 would suffice to in- 
troduce the telephone in the city of 
Buffalo. N. Y. 
Since then, $5,0-00,000 


have been spent and only a begin- 
ning has been made." 


The principle of telephone conver- 


sation, Mr. Fish said, is the 
same 


whether the distance is ten, feet or 
1500 
miles. 
Bell's invention simply 


increases the carrying powers of ar- 
ticulate speech. The voice sets iu 
motion air particles which 
come in 


contact with a diaphragm, itself noth- 
ing more than a rough sheet of met- 
al. 
This diaphragm reproduces 
the 


speech vibrations and transmits them 
to a wire which carries them to an 
exactly similar diaphragm at the oth- 
er end of the line. This diaphragm 
again reproduces the voice vibrations 
and long distance conversation be- 
comes a fact. 


"The wonder," said Mr. Fish, "is 


that such results are obtained from 
an apparatus seemingly sa simple and 
comparatively crude." 


The possibilities of the 
telephone 


were not appreciated 
for 
twenty 


years. Until recently, it was regard- 
ed as a luxury. 


A story was told of a man who en- 


tered the first telephone exchange in 
Kansas City and bj stumbling over a 
cable pulled down the entire switch- 
board. 


In the beginning, 500 subscribers 


on a single switchboard was an im- 
possibility. 
Not until the invention 


of the multiple switchboard was any 
general extension of the 
telephone 


system possible. 


"The spirit that animated the tele- 


phone pioneers 
was 
the 
same 


a& 
that 
which has animated great 


artists, poets, authors, explorers and 
all other leaders of human endeavor. 
That our high civilization has not 
produced greater literary and artistic 
masterpieces is undoubtedly because 
imaginative men have turned their 
attention to industiial and mechani- 
cal enterprises." 


Mr. Fish 
likened 
the telephone 


wires covering the country from East- 
port to Omaha and Kansas City to an 
enormous spider's web. a web with 
320,000,000 pounds of copper wire in 
it. 
The 5000 telephones, be 
said, 


were centers of life in the wob. 


He spoke of the system iu vogue in 


the exchanges and explained how the 
operator knows when the 
"line 
is 


bu.«y." When the subscriber's num- 
ber is changed, it is because a redis 
tribution has been made to equalize 
the work of the operators in the cen- 
tral office. 
The work of the "hello 


girl" was sketched in detail and she 
was warmly praised as a faithful ser- 
vant of her company and the public. 


"One 
thousand to 1200 miles 
is 


about the limit of 
successful 
te 


phone- conversation at present," said 
Mr. Fish. "There arc instances of 
conversations over greater distances 
however. 
If recent 
inventions do 


what is expected of thorn, it may be 
possible for a man in Now York to 
talk with a man in San Francisco in 
a fow years."
